Four grimy youngsters were found m down- 
town bootblack stands yesterday at the open- 
ing of the revived campaign of the state fac- 
tory inspectors against the breach of the 
child labor law. 

One of them acknowledged 18 years, an- 
other 16, the others 14. Before they could 
continue their stories they were seen by their 
employers, and developed a sudden and com- 
plete ignorance of the English language. 
The same lapse of memory was found among 


a score of other suspects, apparently under 


16, but\firm in their claims of 17 or 138. 


Boys Found Under Age.

She Wanted to Be, Loved’’; Now Says 
„Love Is a Bit of Hell“. 


Out of the erstwhile silent wilis.of Mon- 
tana comes Mary McLane of Butte with an- 
other chapter to her girl-diary which startied 
the country nine years ago. First copies of 
the book reached Chicago yesterday. 

Time has worked a softening influence on 
Mary. as it had on her native state. She 
sees life with a different vision than she did 
as the mere slip of a girl, who jumped into 
the glare of the effete eastern limelight. 


Has Change of Ideals. 

Mary's ideals and dreams have changed 
since as a 10 years old girl, yearning for ex- 
citement and life in New York, she wrote 
about the Gray Dawn, the Devil, the Tooth- 
brushes, the Anemone Lady, and the Red 
Line on the sky. 

But Mary still says she cares neither for 
right nor for wrong.

Up- 
ton Sinclair is in the tolls, & victim of the 
viue laws of Delaware. 

With anarchists to right of him, Socialists 
to left of him, single taxers in front of him, 
and Esperantists and vegetarians behind and 
around him, into the Henry George commu- 
nity of Arden, Del., today strode Constable 
Green of Wilmington, Del. He bore war- 
rants sworn out by the aggrieved Ardeh an- 
archist, George Brown, and arrested eleven 
persons, including the author of The Jun- 
gie.” 

Sinclair is charged with violating laws 
which prohibit persons from engaging in 
sports or games on the Sabbath day. Heis 
charged with playing tennis on July 30. Nine 
of the others are charged with playing base- 
ball. | 


Complainant “Gets Back.“ 

The laws under which the warrants are 
issued—said to have bee. passed in 179 
provide that any persons guilty of the above 
named charges shall pay a fine of $% and 
costs, or serve a sentence of twenty-four 
hours at hard labor. 

Tre arrests caused a sensation in the little 
hotbed of political and economic theory. 
Brown, the anarchist responsible, himself 
Was arrested at the instance of the Arden 


club a. week ago and served five days in the 


workhouse because he refused to pay a fine 
when charged with disturbing the single tax 
meetings. 


Says He’ll Destroy Blue Laws. 

Sinclair considers his arrest absurd and 
ridiculous. He declares he intends to purge 
Delaware's statutes’ of the blue laws. It is 
his intention to start a crusade that will re- 
sult in the arrest of every member of every 
fashionable club in which golf, tennis, or 
croquet is played on Sunday. . 

In this way, he says, the public will be 
aroused to the absurdity of a law that per- 
mits such outrageous arrests” and will 
vote to make them dead letters. 

The single taxers will plead gulity and 
pay their fines rather than go to jail. 


SHONTS IN WARM GREETING 
TO WIFE AS SHE RETURNS. 


Actions Give Lie to Divorce Reports as 
He Meets Her, His Daughters, and 
Grandson on Liner.

PEOPLE TODAY CHEATED. 


Dr. Wiley Tired of Buying Foam, 
He Tells Brewers and Others 
at Inquiry. 


Washington, D. O., July 81.—BEintering the 
ilugtrious names of Hecdodotus, Cesar, 
Plato, and other ancients as earnest drinkers 
of beers, barley growers and brewers from 
throughout the country today began testi- 
mony before the board of food and drug in- 
spection te determine the question, “ What 
is beer?” 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief chemist, who 
heads the board, shared honors with the an- 
cient convivialists by announcing early his 
chief complaint was that too little beer was 
found in the ordinary glass. sold te the 
thirsty. 

„I'm tired of buying foam,” said the pure 
food expert, indignantly. “ There should be 
a line on glasses indicating where solid beer 
ends.“ ‘ 

Dr. Wiley looked thirstily on the pitcher on 
the speaker’s table. It contained only water. 
There were no amber liquid samples at the 


hearing. 


“Lose Nothing by Labeling.” 

John R. Mauff, representing the National 
Consumers’ league and the Wisconsin Board 
of the American Society of Equity, argued 
that most people are under the impression 
all beer is made of barley malt, hops, and 
water, when in reality inferior grains or 
“chemical preservatives” are substituted 

He asserted the brewers could lose nothing 
by labeling their product and that the con- 
sumer soon would indicate his preference for 
the various kinds of beer manufactured. 

The United States Brewers’ association, 
represented at the hearing by a committte. 
offered a statement answering various ques 
tions as to the manufacture of beer and sug- 
gesting that beers are substantially alike and 
need no labeling to differehtiate them. 


Egypt Has Drunk Beer 5,000 Years. 

Mr. Mauff told the board Egypt still holde 
the record for continuous beer drinking, hav- 
ing quaffed the liquor for 5,000 years. 

He exploited the merits of beer, but said 
the public did not get enough for ite money. 
He referred to the fact that the consumer 
when sold a pint” ora “ quart” in reality 
is given what is known on brewers’ invoices 
as a small or a large,“ and that since 
the Spanish-American war the “ five quarts 
to a gallon measure has never been 
changed. 

Congressman Anderson of Minnesota ap- 
peared with a delegation of nine barley farm- 
ers, and as soon as they-got into action tell- 
ing about the alleged deceptions pratTiced 
by the brewers much Ul feeling was engen- 
dered. 

Leom Ernst of the Independent Brewing 
company of Chicago asked the congressman 
if it were not true that the expenses of his 
delegation were being paid by the Minnesota 
grain elevator men. This was indignantly 
denied, 


Admit Use of Corn and Rice. 

Louis B. Schram, chairman of the advisory 

committee of the United States Brewer as- 
sociation, said that rice, corn, and brewers’ 
sugar and molasses are used in brewing beer 
nowadays for the reason that American 
maltese contain an excess of albumenoldse. An- 
other object of these ingredients is to produce 
a beer of pale color. 

The representatives of the brewers also ad- 
mitted that beer is carbonated. They asserted 
that carbonating represemts an improvement 
im the art of brewing and produces a more 
wholesome beverage. l

Fate permitting, this good old Irish name 
will be first among the depositors of the 
United States postal savings bank, which 
opens in the federal building at 9 o'clock this 
morning. 

Mr. Phelan, who is better known to his 
conferees as “ Mike,” at present occupies 
the position of copy boy in the telegraph 


room of Tus CIAO Trisuns. His age, to 


speak in mere terms of time, is 17 years. 

At 2 o’clock this morning, or thereabouts, 
Mr. Phelan took his stand im front of the 
doors of the bank, which has been established 
near the Dearborn street entrance. He 
vouchsafed the information that the sum of 
his first deposit would be $5, but was un- 
communicative when questioned as to what 
subsequent sums he would fntrust to the 
care and safeguarding of the United States 
of America. ' 


Discusses His Finances. 

Mr, Phelan was not averse to granting an 
interview concerning his faith in the United 
States depositary or the rules which govern 
his financial operations.

I think every fellow should save 
money. An empty pocket don't get nothin’. 
but a guy with money can get a whole lot 
he don't have to pay for.

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PRINTER KILLS FOR OLD HURT 


Meets Man Who Fired Him Long 
Ago and Delivers Death Blow. 


POLICE HOLD . ASSAILANT. 


Grudge,Nursed Ten Years, Had Founda- 
tion in Cheyenne, Wyo. 


One morning ten years ago Joseph Gill, 
foreman of a printing shop in Cheyenne, 
Wyo., fired John Andy, a tramp printer, 
for spilling a form. Sunday morning Andy 
met Gill in a saloon at 36 South Halsted 
street, revived the incident, became angry, 
knocked Gill down, and fractured his skull. 
Gill died in an ambulance on his way to the 
county hospital. Andy was arrested yester- 
day and is being held at the Desplaines 
street police station, pending the report of 
the coroner's jury. 

He told last night about the original quar- 
rel and its fata) resurrection. 

Dec. 4, 1901, he arrived in Cheyenne on 
the fore end of a passenger train with 10 
cents in his pocket. He was given work 
at the Acme printing office. After he had 
worked there for two weeks the man who | 
hired him left and Gill was made foreman. 


New Foreman Shows Hostility. 

Gill at once took a dislike to Andy. Several 
times, Andy says, he would have quit but 
like most men of his type, he never had 
money enough to get out of town. 

Then came the great injustice or, at least, 
it remained a great injustice in the mind of 
the victim for ten years. A form was ready 
for a barnstorming theatrical company 
which was passing through Cheyenne. It 
was no jong, complicated matter, only a 
brie® hand bill which, a ssd printer could 
have set in an hour. The foreman had set 
it up when Andy, coming hastily through 
the office, knocked it over. 

“You're as clumsy as a hippopotamus, ™ 
said Gill. You don't belong in a printing 
office. You're a born bum and I'm goin’ to 
send you back to your kin-folks. ”’ 

So Andy drew a few dollars, and hoboed 
it over the long, frozen spaces of Colorado 
and New Mexico to the wermth of Louisiana. 
But the smallness of the thing for which he 
had been discharged stuck in his mind. 


Old Boss Becomes Tramp. 

Sunday morning he met Gill, become a 
tramp himself. It was a wary meeting of 
open cordiality and underlying embarrass- 
ment. They drank heavily for three hours 
and, the drink loosening his ongue Andy 
present brought up the days in Cheyenne. 
From this it was but a step to his discharge, 
then to the injustice of it. 

An argument followed, and all the hatred 
which had rankled in Andy's heart during the 
cold nights when he was beating his way 
over the desert of New Mexico flooded bis 
brain and, turning, he struck his ex-foreman 
in the face. Gill fell, his head striking the 
sidewalk. Andy walked away. 

The police looked for Andy one day, and 
found him yesterday afternoon at a rooming 
house at 108 South Jefferson street.

He argued there is no 
appeal from the decision of Judge Owens in 
dismissing the two former commissioners and 
questioned the right of the Superior court to 
review the matter by means of certiorari. 
County Judge Owens in the evening said 
the court fight was in reality an attack 
against Commissioner Czarnecki alone. He 
called attention to the fact that former 
Commissioner Bachs term of office, had he 
remained a member of the board, would ex- 
pire on Nov. 9 before a final decision could 
be rendered in the present controversy.

The specification form, drawn several year- 
ago, is still used It has two important 
defects, which permit unfairness to be prac- 
ticed upon bidders. 

One is the omission ef any statement say- 
ing upon what basis a contract will be 
awarded. 

The other relates to an omission of a stated 
penalty to be applied to a flour contractor 
who falls to deliver flour according to his 
guarantee. 

Glenn Asks for Square Deal. 

“We have asked for changes in the spect- 
fications and me county officials seem to 
be opposed to making any,” said John M. 
Glenn. We want specifications which wil 
give a square deal, not only in flour, but 
in everything sise. The contract now in 
force was awarded after a baking test. The 
specifiaations would give the impression 
that the contract would be awarded on a 
chemical analysis. That is the way it has 
been done before, so I am informed. Why 
did not the county let the bidders know 
that a baking test Was to be made? Wh 
did not the county announce that they had 
selected expert bakers to make the test?“ 


Willing to Take Over Contract. 

“IT and P. J. Murray, crief food inspector of 
the county, passed upon quality of bread 
baked from the flour, said Harry C. Mair. 
By the contract the county is getting more 
than it is paying for. If there is any ques- 
tion about the contract I am willing to take

| FIGHT NEW CHILD COURT IDBA 


Mrs. Charles Henrotin and Judge 
Mack Oppose Bartzen Plan. 


Oue Thinks Probation System Would 
Be Threatened by Division. 


Peter Bartzen announced yesterday a plan 
to establish three juvenile courts in Chicago. 
Now there is only one. 

The president of the county board thinks 
Chicago's juvenile field is too big to be ad- 
ministered from one center, and proposes a 
court on each of the three sides. 

The idea at-once met with considerable op- 
position, chiefly from two sources. 

It was pointed out by Mrs. Charles Hen- 
rotin tnat if there were three juvenile courts 
) instead of one the defects of.the old police 
court would be in evidence, as no complete 
court records could be kept at each court and 
in consequence the cases of children could 
not be treated with fairness. 

She said it would render the probation sys- 
tern less efficient at a time when the effl- 
ciency and the sympathy of the probation 
workers is coming to be considered more and 
more important. The additional expense of 
buliding two more detention homes or the 
alternative of carrying the children across 
the city was pointed out by Mrs. Henrotin. 


Judge Best,” Says Mack. 

Judge Julian W. Mack, formerly judge of 
the Juvenile cougt in Chicago, asserted that 
whether or not there is more than one court, 
there should be but one Juvenile court judge 
who should have the authority in all Juvenile 
court cases. 

“I am agreed that the administration of 
the work of the Juvemse court ‘should be 
made as accessible as possible to those at- 
fected,” said Mrs. Henrotin. “ The great 
difficulty will be in getting jucxes tor the 
three wate It is difficult to get even one 
judge who has a high legal standing who has 
the humanitarian interest and the willing- 
ness to take up the arduous work. It would 
be three times as difficult, if there were thees 
courts and three — 


Sees Unnecensary Expense. 

“It would be an unnecessary expense to 
have three detention homes. Yet they would 
be necessary unléss we should return to the 
old and djscredited plan of carrying chil 
back and forth across the city from the de- 
tention home to the court. 

Most important of all, the new plan would 
tend to render the probation system less 
effective. It is important to the interest of 
the children and their parents that the pro- 
bation work is intelligently supervised from 
a central office.” 

“I delieve the Juvenile court ought to be 
held tn different parts of the city,” said Judge 
Mack at night. The judge should have as- 
sistants, appointed by him and under his 
supervision, to prepare the preliminary mat- 
ter. The court might be held in different 
parts of the city. but by the one judge as is 
done in London.” 


Plans to Abolish Private Charities. 

President Bartzen Hans to abolish all pri- 
vate charities and to substitute county ad- 
ministered charities. He would establish 
substations of the county agent's office in all 
poverty stricken neighborhoods. These sta- 
tions will also be headquarters for the Juve- 
nile court probation officers. 

Thousands of children depend largely 
upon private charity,” said. Mr. Bartzen, 
and because many men get letters asking 
for money for charity they get the idea that 
all of the poor are taken care of But they 
are not/ The present method is sure to ruin 
children, and then the city is compelled to 
deal with them as adult criminals. We had 
beiter kill the children at the start than to 
bring them up poorly fed, clothed in rags, 
living in holes, and learning what they do in 
the streets. I think the whole problem can 
be handled at less expense by the county 
with improved conditions over the present

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FTER all nas been sald an aeroplane 
is nothing but a huge kite using a mo- 
tor and propeller to push it instead of a 
string or rope to pull it and the prin-

same. 
Both the flying machine and kite must have 
their center of pull or line of propeller 
thrust at the right place or trouble will re- 
sult; their centers of wind pressure and 
their centers of gravity '’ must be in the 
right relation to each other or there will be 
a dive and spill or a complete failure to fly. 
There are also times When the wind will hit 
one ade ot kite or aeroplane harder than the 
other, when there must be immediate means 
for restoring the balance. n 
In a kite the side strings of the belly band 
accomplish this, but in an aeroplane there 
must be other means, such as twisting the 
wings to give greater or less lift on one sie 
or the other or by using extra balancing 
vianes or “allerons.”- ~

NEW SECRET CONFERENCE 


Kaiser’s Return to Berlin Fails 
to Affect Status of the 
Negotiations.

PARIS, July 31.—An incident of tonight is 
net calculated to improve matters so far as 
the negotiations between France and Geri 
many over Morocco are concerned.

LONDON, July 81.—The most important 
development in the Moroccan muddle is that 
Herr von Kiderln- Waechter, German 
minister of foreign affairs, has renewed the 
discussion of the situation with the French 
ambassador. An expression of impatience 
comes from Paris over the secrecy being 
maintained as to the negotiations. 

From Berlin there comes a semi-official 
eontradiction of the report that Germany 
has called out an unusual number of re- 
servists. The English battleships centinue to 
coal at Portland, from which Place four- 
teen destroyers sailed at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon. 


Kaiser Hears Report. 

BERLIN, July 381. — The return of 
Emperor William to the capital has not af- 
fected the Moroccan negotiations. contrary 
to Intimations in the Paris papers that he 
would change Foreign Minister von Kider- 
len-Waechter's policy. 

The emperor, according to an official state- 
ment today, received a report on the negotia- 
tions, but no detalis concerning the exchanges 
have been given’ out. 

The Anglo-French reports regarding Togo- 
land and the Kameruns, where it had been 
said concessions might be made by Germany 
in exchange for a strip of the French Congo, 
are unconfirmed. 


TROOPS FIRE ON STRIKERS; 
14 MEXICAN MINERS KILLED, 


Clash Follows Liberation of Prisoners 
from Jail by Mob of Dissatisfied Un- 
derground Workers. 


‘El Oro, State of Mexico, Mexico, July 31.— 
In repelling a mob of striking miners who 
freed the prisoners from the local jail today 
the troops fired, killing fourteen and wound- 
ing others. 

Fearing they might be the victims of an 
entirforeign demonstration, many of the 
American women were seng out of the camp. 

The strikers demand higher wages, but it 
was stated officially tonight that the prop- 
erties would be closed down before increases 
would de granted. 


ANOTHER BIG FLOOD IN CHINA.| 


Famine, Destruction, and Death Result 
from High Water, Saye Cablegram 
from Shanghai. 


New York, July 31.—4A cablegram from 
Shanghai, received today by the Christian 
Herald, indicates that the relief expected in 
the famine stricken districts of China from 
the spring crops, has been minimized by an- 
other flood. All Yangtze valley flooded. 
Awful destruction and death. Terrible fam- 
ine this autumn, the cable read.

Before Reopening Battle. 


SEEM SURE OF VICTORY. 


— 


Balfour Will Urge League of Unionists 
to Frevent Crisis. 


LONDON, July M. — The politica! crisis over 


the veto bill has undergone a slight modi- 


fication, as the cabinet today decided to post- 
pone the reappearance of the bill before the 
house of commons until Aug. 7. 

Present anticipations point to the healing 
of the breach in the Unionist ranks. Lord 
Lansdowne and his followers, whe favor the 
bill, and the Halsburyites, who are opposed 
to it, will meet tomorrow night in full force 
at a complimentary dinner to the Unionist 
party’s former whip, Sir Alexander Ackland 
Hood, who is now known as Lord St. Audries. 


Balfour Will Urge Union. 


At this dinner Mr. Balfour. leader of the 
Opposition in the house of commons, is ex- 
pected to speak in an effort te pave the 
way for a modus vivendi between the op- 
pesing sections of the party. ä 

As a matter of fact, both sides appear to 
be tending to this direction. Lord Willoughby 
de Brooks, who is organizing the insurgents 
today for the first tinfe, admitted his party 
had gained no accessions in strength. 

Lord Lansdowne tonight issued a letter dis- 
countenancing the idea of any Unionist peers 
voting in the government lobby for the veto 
bill. 


Insurgents Seem Powerless. 


This belate@® decision on the part of Lord 
Lansdowne probably means he has obtained 
sufficient support to make the Halsburyites 
powerless against the votes of the Liberal 
Deers and that, therefore, there is no longer 
‘any necessity, for Viscount St. Aldwyn to 
come to the gévernment’ 8 assistance by tak- 
ing into the government lobby sufficient 
Unionist peers to outvote the Halebéryites. 

That the tension has lessened is shown by 
the fact that King George has decided to 
remain at Cowes for the rest of the week. 
There is still a strong belief in the lobbies of 
parliament, however, that Premier Asquith, 
in order to guard against surprises, will have 
created a batch of about fifty peers before 
again trusting the veto bill to the house of 
lords. 


RESENT U. S. WORK IN PERSIA. 


Russia Will Not Permit American, 
New Treasurer General, to 
Handle Payments. 


TEHERAN, July 31.—The Russian minis- 
ter, M. Poklevski-Kozell, has informed the 
| Persian government that he will not permit 
Russian coupons and fixed charges on cus. 
toms to be paid through the new treasurer 
general of Persia, W. Morgan Shuster. 

This notice was given despite the fact that 
the Russian bank which collects these 
charges had expressed itself fully satisfied 
with the arrangement to permit the pay ments 
through the treasurer general. 

In Russian circles here the prediction is 
made that Russia will force the resignation of 
Mr. Shuster, being unwilling to tolerate any 
independent action on the part of Persia or 
to permit American interference in Persia's 
fiscal affairs.

There is high praise from ail of the, London 
reviewers for “ Bunty Pulls the Strings,” the 
first long play by Graham Moffat, and produced 
recently at a special matinée in the Playhouse. 
The story is intricate, but in the theater every- 
thing is said to be made very clear. The main 
point’ is that in the midst of awkward condi- 
a bonny and clever lass of 20 
years or thereabouts, finds a way out for every 
one.

This £120 Biggar has himself taken 
from the funds which he holds in trust for 
Susie Simpson, an elderly sninster, unattract+ 
ive and spiteful, whose nephew, Sprunt, the 
joiner, is about to marry Bunty, the two_having 
a small nest egg. ‘

It occurs to Susie that, with Bunty gone, 
Biggar will require some one to look after 
his house, so she comes and places before 
him, bluntly enough, but not in so many 
words, the choice between marrying her and 
handing over her money. Biggar admits that 
he is “hooked,” but does not mean to be 
“landed” if he can help it, in which mind 
he is confirmed by an unexpected visit from 
Béien Dunlop and her niece, Teenie. He 
should have married Helen many years back., 
but changed his mind at the last moment 
and did not turn up at the church. The two 
never have met since. She is a much pleas- 
anter person than Susie, and Biggar would 


infinitely prefer to marry her: Susie, eaves- 
dropping. omes very jealous and also over- 
hears him tell Sprunt that he has had to 


make use of money which he holds in trust 
for another, which other she quite correctly 
assumes to be, herself. So she threatens him, 
but he refuses to discuss business on the 
Sabbath, whereupon she vows toxshame him 
in the sight of the congregation. The people 
all go off to the kirk, Sprunt very oppressed 
and nervous because he has to stand by the 
first time.

The minister does not arrive and Susie calls 
the local policeman out of church to arrest Big- 
gar. Eelen, seeing the policeman called out, 
wonders what the matter is, and, pretending to 
faint, is carried out into the. open air. Susie 
makes her accusation, which the policeman, 
seeing the two women quarreling, takes to be a 
charge of bigamy. Bunty now comes to the 
rescue. She points out that Susie cannot say 
whose the money was, and arranges that on 
her calling the next morning she shall receive 
every penny due her. To provide the money 
she has to sacrifice the nest egg, only to get 
it back, however, on her discovery that the 
next of kin entitled to the fund is not Susie, 
but Sprunt, a slow witted person easily put on. 
Among other things Bunty has to do and does 
are arranging an early, marriage between her 
father and Eelen, whose dometsic qualifications 
she has first artfully ascertained, and the si- 
multaneous marriage of herself and Sprunt, 
manueuvers her father into foregoing the prom- 
ised thrashing of Rab, finds Rab a lodging in 
Glasgow, whither he wants to go, and a situa- 
tion in the village for Eelen’s niece, who needs 
country air.

The first Prince de Wagram was Alexanére 
de Berthier, the most famous of all the gen- 
erals of the first Emperor Napoleon. The 
emperor secured for his favorite a royal bride 
in the person of Duchess Marie of Bavaria, 
of that @ucal branch of the Wittelebachs to 
which the late Empress of Austria, the late 
‘Duchess d' Alencon, and the famous ocu- 
list, Duke Charles Theodore of Bavaria, be- 
longed. | 

Berthier, whose family had been ennobled 
by King Louis XV. in 1768, wae the hero of 
the battle of Wagram and à leading actor in 
most of Napoleon's victories, in fact, the 
emperor was wont to remark, in speaking 
‘afterwards of the battle of Waterloo, Ah! 
If I had only had Berthier there! ” intimating 
that with him, in lieu of Grouchy and Ney, 
he would have won the battle instead of be- 
ing defeated by Wellington. 

Berthier, however, had killed himself just 
three days before the battle of Waterloo took 
place. His was a tragic end. On the over- 
throw of Napoleon in 1814 and his exile to 
Diba, Berthier, who had been created by 
Napoleon Prince and Duke of Wagram and 
sovereign Prince of Neuchatel, allowed him- 
self to be persuaded by his wife and by her 
royal relatives at Munich to abandon the | 
cause of the emperor and to make his peace 
with Louls XVIII., who bestowed upon him 
the highest honors. , 

Napoleon resented thig more bitterly than 
anything else in connection with his over- 
throw. When he quitted Elba a year later 
and resumed for 100 days the possession of 
hie throne in Paris, Berthier, who was in 
Bavaria at the time, felt unable to resist the 
longing to réjoin his old friend and master 
and sent a message to ask whether he would 
receive him. 

=> 


While Napoleon gladly welcomed all his 
other former officers, without reproaching 
them for their desertion, not even Marshal 
Ney, he sent back an intimation to Berthier 
that he would only consent to receive him if 
he would appear before him arrayed in the 
uniform of the rank and with the insignia of 
the orders bestowed upon him by Louis 
XVIII. 

On receiving this message at Bamberg, 
Berthier was 80 overcome by remorse that, 
leaving his wife and little children on some 
pretext or other, he threw himself out of one 
of the windows of the castle, killing himself 
instantly on the rocks over a hundred feet 
below. 

Thanks to the influence of the widowed 
Guchess’ royal relatives, her husband’s titles 
of Prince and Duke.of Wagram were con- 
firmed as French peerages upon her boy Al- 
exandre, although, of course, there was no 
question of his being continued as. sovereign 
Prince of Neuchatel, a. principality which 


was handed over to the King of Prussia and 


which now belongs to the Swiss republic. 

Marshal Berthier's son and namesake, Al- 
exandre, second Prince and Duke of Wagram, 
on growing up married Zenalde Clary, niece 
of Queen Desiree of Sweden, and also of the 
consort of King Joseph Bonaparte, who lived 
SO many years at Bordentown, N. J. 


„ 

The third duke and prince, who has just 
been laid to his rest, was the son of this union. 
Until a few years before his death the late 
duke was in receipt of an annuity from the 
French government amounting to almost 
$50,000 a year, bestowed upon his grandfa- 
ther by Napoleon I. in recognition of his vic- 
tories. But now the annuity, like all those 
others that figure on the Grand Livre de 
France,” as bestowed by Napoleon, has been 
commuted. 

— 

The country seat of the new Duke and 
Prince of Wagram is-the chateau of Grosbois, 
in the department of the Seine-et-Oise, with- 
in forty minutes by motor from Paris. It is 
a mistake to assert the place was a gift by 
Napoleon, and there is no truth in the story 
according to which it was given to the mar- 
sha} for assuming the blame when Napoleon 
accidentally shot out the eye of Marshal 
Massena, Duc de Rivoli, at a battle in the 
forest of Fontainebieu. 

The new Duke and Prince of Wagram is 
unmarried; rich, about 28 years old, and is 4 
first lleutenant of the One Hundred and First 
regiment of Infantry. He has two sisters; 
one of them married to Prince Jacques de 
Broglio, gon of that Princess Amedee de 
Broglio who was Marie Say, heiress ot the 
French sugar king; while a brother of Jacques 
de Broglio is that Prince Robert de Brogllo 
whose unsavory performances in this coun- 
try contributed so much to bring discredit 
upon his historic name. 

Another sister of the new Prince de Wa- 
gram is the wife of Joseph de la Tour d' Au- 
vergne-Lauraguais, whose rights to the name 
of La Tour d’Avergne and to the title of 
prince are open to serious question and are 
contested by leading genealogists and ex- 
perts.

In connection with the announcement of 
the death of the late Prince of Wagram and 
the succession of his only son, the sole male 
survivor of the house of Berthier in the direct: 
male line, it may be mentioned that the won- 
derful sale of medieval gold and allver plate 
which has just taken place at Paris, attract- 
ing collectors from all parts of the universe 
and creating a great stir in the art world, 
was not, as has been alleged; the Rothschilds’ 
collection of plate, but that of the late Prin- 
cess of Wagram. 

The collection disposed of at Paris pondteted 
of 190 pieces, brought in the neighborhood 
of $600,000, and constituted only a fraction of 
the unrivaled collection formed by the late 
Baron Mayer Charles Rothschild, whose hob- 
by was the collection of gold and silver plate 
of the fourteenth, fifteenth, sixteenth, seven- 


. teenth, and eighteenth centuries. 


He lavished money without restriction 
upon this hobby, but being a great connois- 
seur, made no mistakes, and invariably got 
more than his'money’s worth. Thus, in 1810, he 
paid nearly a million marks for the celebrated 
silver table service manufactured in 
by the great silversmith, Wenzel Jamnitzer 
for the city of Nuremberg, but which, from 
an artistic point of view, is worth probably 
more than double what the baron gave for it. 

In 1886 he died. His widow thereupon di- 
vided this wonderful collection into five por- 
tions, one for each of her five daughters, who 
consisted of the late Princese de Wagram, 
the late Duchess de Gramont, the Baroness 
Solomon Rothschild, the late Baroness Na- 
thaniel Rothschild, and Baroness James 
Rothschild. 

In order that there might be no question ot 
favoritism or untsirness, the old baroness 
caused her five daughters to draw lots for 
their particular share of the collection, of 
which they each therefore got one-fifth 
When the Princess of Wagram died, differ- 
ences arose among ber two daughters and her 
son as to the ownership of her vortion of the 
Rothschild collection. 

As they were unable to come to any agree- 
ment, the court ordered it to be sold at auc- 
tion, and its extent and value may be gath- 
ered from the fact that only about one-quar- 
ter of the collection inherited by the late

Generally it con- 
sists of five cars. At Forty-eighth street 
station the passengers of the last car are 
told to take the car ahead, At Fifty-sec- 
ond street we find the platform crowded 
with passengers awaiting the arrival cf 
the train we are in, already crowded to its 
comfortable capacity. Yet at this point 
passengers in the fourth car are ordered 
out and told to take cars ahead, while 
cars four and five just vacated are turned 
into the yards, 

Remember, this is the nightly treatment 
of steady daily, yearly patrons!» Let there 
be a warm — , or sunshiny Sunday, 
and this sam vin put on plenty of 
cars and run — at frequent Intervals 
to accommodate pleasure seekers who per 
haps will patronize the road but a few 
times in the season. 

If a public carrier marks a car “ For 
est Park,” is it not legally obliged to 
carry any passenger entering that car and 
paying the agreed fare to the point so 
designated on the car? 

Tt is bad enough to be subjected to this 
annoyance at this season, but if conditions 
are not altered, or bettered, how will it 
be in winter with the thermometer below 
82 degrees?

T personally am Ae with the conditions 
with reference to the cutting off of cars at Fifty- 
second avenue on the Garfield park line, as I have 
occasion to go there every morning and evening, 
and during the past two weeks have on several 
eceasions watched the operation for the entire 
rush hour during the evening period when the 
cutting off Is done. Tt Is, of course, a difficult mat- 
ter to always gauge correctly the number of cars 
to be cut off, inasmuch ae the preparations have 
to be made in advance and sometimes an ror 
is made due to the fact that a train may be late 
and heve accumulated a larger load than is or- 
dinarily the case in everyday operation. The in- 
structions are that as near as possible cars should 
be out off only when there ie no necessity for 


running them, aad when the remaining cars will 


accommodate all the passengers, and that rule is 
and has been in effect for years, and I know it is 
(generally observed, although at times there may 
be occasionally a few passengers standing going 
west. 

I know that you or other patrons do not wish 
us to haul empty cars to Desplaines avenue and

Detroit, Mich.. July 81—[{Special]—The im- 


pression prevailing in some quarters that 
Dudie Archdale, one of the stars of the Geers 
stable, would not be defeated in her class— 
the 2:07—this season, received a rude shock 
today when the 5 year old mare Soprano not 
only beat her in straight heats, but was so 
easy at the end of a mile in 2:05% that her 
chances of winning the sweepstakes, in which 
she is engaged later in season against Joan, 
Hallworthy, and others, seem particularly 
bright.

It always has seemed to horse- 
men that no trotter could outbrush Dudle 
Archdale, but Soprano not only did that, but 
settled the whole question right in that 100 
yard sprint, for after she passed the black 
mare the latter never again looked danger- 
ous, and when she tried at the finish of the 
second heat Soprano had it on her every 
step of the way. 


Vernon McKinley Wins C. and 0 


The Chamber of Commerce purse fell to 
Vernon McKinney, after a sort of fluke heat 
won by Peter the Second, and there is no ques 
tion the best horse was the victor. He is close to 
a two minute pacer if the four miles in which he 
has during the last week beaten 2:04 are any 
criterion, and, barring a tendency to break, which 
is characteristic of hia family, he is a model in 
the way of deportment. He is owned in Canada, 
and there was a big delegation from Winnipeg on 
hand to see him win, it being the firat time the 
Canucks have succeeded in taking the big pacing 
race, although they have tried ever since it was 
established sixteen years ago.
